Tuesday was the 35th anniversary of panic day of 
1 869 , a day of many interesting associations for those 
in Wall Street who remember the gold corner. 

By strange coincidence The Bobbs-Merrill 
Company sent out on the 23rd the first set of ad¬ 
vance sheets of “Black Friday,” Mr. Frederic 
S. Isham’s new novel. As has already been 
announced, and as indicated by the title, the book 
concerns the attempt by several well-known finan¬ 
ciers in the fall of ’ 69 , to corner the gold supply. 

Among the celebrated characters that appear 
in the book are Jim Fisk, Jay Gould, and General 
Grant, and others who took part in the episode. 

The New York Sun of September 23 prints 
an interesting anecdote by Henry Clews, an eye 
witness of the attempt to lynch Fisk on “ Black 
Friday:” 

“ I witnessed the escape of Fisk from the mob that gathered in Broad Street at the entrance to the old 
Matthews Building, all ready with a rope to lynch this arch-manipulator. The Matthews Building stood on the 
site now occupied by the Mills Building. Through another building in the rear there was a means of exit into 
Wall Street. The Mills Building of the present day, occupying also the site of this other building to the rear, 
has a minor entrance in Wall Street, corresponding to the avenue by which Fisk hoped to escape from the 
lynchers awaiting him in Broad Street. A boy from Fisk’s office, unaware that the besieged had planned to 
make their disappearance through Wall Street, appeared in Broad Street and told the mob that Fisk was 
escaping by the rear way, intending by this subterfuge to clear the front avenue for flight. The mob reached 
the Wall Street exit just in time. A carriage was there and Fisk had reached the head of the Stairway leading to 
the sidewalk. Hesitating but an instant, Fisk, a man of great bulk, leaped from the top of the steps into the 
middle of the mob, scattering men like tenpins, reached the carriage and was whisked away through William 
Street.”

BREAKING NEW GROUND.* 

The breaking of new ground may be said 
to be the very crux of the commercial trav¬ 
ellers profession, and is without doubt the 
greatest task he can undertake. Indeed, a 
man who can successfully create a new field 
must, of necessity, have selling powers of a 
high order, and should be fit for anything. 
When one realizes the difficulty of keeping 
a connection already formed, where the sales¬ 
man is well known and the firm he repre¬ 
sents is thoroughly established, it will be ap¬ 
parent that the man who has neither of these 
advantages must have stupendous difficul¬ 
ties to overcome. It takes years of hard 
work to form a sound connection, but some 
cne must be the first to introduce the goods. 

Such a task is not likely to fall to the lot 
of a representative of any publishing house, 
new or old; yet in the line of his routine 
work every traveller is expected to turn 
aside to work up new trade in the districts 
that he visits regularly, or that may have 
sprung up in neighborhoods bordering on 
his route. A glance at the changes that take 
place in the book trade during any one year 
must convince even the most superficial ob¬ 
server of the importance of watching the 
whole field—that which is growing as well 
as that already established. During the year 
1903 there were reported the opening of up¬ 
wards of seventy new book stores through¬ 
out the country; fifty-six booksellers sold 
out or went into bankruptcy, and one hun¬ 
dred and fifty book stores were taken over 
by new proprietors. With the fifty odd book 
stores that were closed out for one reason 
or another, the traveller, of course, need not 
concern himself; but he is confronted with 
the problem of making friends and patrons 
of more than two hundred new booksellers, 
nearly every one of whom may be an entire 
stranger to him. In some respects, this is

a most pleasant and interesting task, and, if 
the traveller is alive to his opportunities, it 
may also prove a profitable one. 

It seems desirable that on each trip a cer¬ 
tain time allowance should be made to en¬ 
able the traveller to work up new trade along 
his regular route. A first or even a second 
call may prove fruitless; but if the field is 
systematically and conscientiously followed 
up results are certain to follow. Indeed, it 
is often surprising what a high proportion 
of success results from nursing prospects. 
Needless to say, that anything that shows 
even the smallest percentage of a prospect 
should be followed up promptly and reso¬ 
lutely, otherwise the effect may die away, 
and the work will have to be gone over 
again. 

The guiding principle in breaking new 
ground is to see every man who is likely to 
buy, and, in justice to his house and to him¬ 
self, the traveller should endeavor to do this 
faithfully. The man he may miss may prob¬ 
ably be the one who would have bought, and 
this the traveller cannot know unless he calls 
upon him. In breaking new ground, there¬ 
fore, two main features should be ever pres¬ 
ent to the traveller—to get an audience with 
every man who handles his line of goods, 
and to economize his time to the full. Other¬ 
wise he cannot leave the territory conscien¬ 
tiously feeling that he has taken everything 
possible off the ground. 


The convention of the stationers last week 
at Chicago is an event of which the twin 
brethren of the booxtrade have good reason 
to be proud. Not only was the convention a 
strong and successful one in point of num¬ 
bers, but the spirit of unanimity and the de¬ 
sire to work promptly and in harmony, was 
most encouraging. Indeed, this convention 
should be an example to the booktrade of the 
possibility of wholesaler and retailer working 
together for their mutual protection as a unit 
The organization of the booktrade will never 
be quite effective until a fusion can be brought 
about of the two branches now working in¬ 
dependently. The American Publishers’ As¬ 
sociation and the American Booksellers’ Asso¬ 
ciation along their own individual lines are 
unquestionably doing good work; but that 
work might be done more satisfactorily and 
more effectively if all the complex difficulties 
that beset the booktrade could be settled by 
the consensus of opinion of both branches of 
the trade in one organization. The present 
methods are cumbersome, circumlocutional 
and we regret to add, not always satisfactory. 
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NATIONAL ASSOCIATION OF STA¬ 
TIONERS AND MANUFACTURERS. 

The first national convention of station¬ 
ers and manufacturers met at Steinway Hall, 
Chicago, on October 3, 1904, upwards of one 
‘hundred delegates being present. F. B. Gibbs, 
president of the Chicago Stationers’ Asso¬ 
ciation, called the meeting to order shortly 
after eight o’clock in the morning, and ad¬ 
dressed the convention, explaining the pur¬ 
pose of the meeting. When the convention 
was formally opened, Mr. Gibbs was unani¬ 
mously elected permanent chairman of the 
convention, and William Jennings Kennedy, 
of St. Louis, permanent secretary. 

On motion, the following committees were 
appointed: 

Credentials .—William Rodiger, Chicago, 
chairman; Charles T. Backus, Detroit; Rob¬ 
ert D. Patterson, St. Louis; Charles A. 
Stevens, Chicago, and L. G. Wetmore, 
Rochester. 

Charter and By-Laws .—Henry C. Bain- 
bridge, New York, chairman; J. B. Fay, 
Chicago; W. H. Redington, Chicago; Wyatt 
Schallcross, St. Louis, and D. S. Sperry, St. 
Paul. 

At the second day’s session Chairman 
Bainbridge, of the committee on Charter and 
By-Laws, read the revised by-laws, and a draft 
of the charter incorporating the society un¬ 
der the laws of Illinois, and moved the adop¬ 
tion of the report. It was seconded and 
unanimously carried, with the amendment 
fixing the yearly dues at five dollars, instead 
of at ten dollars, as originally determined. 

It was also voted that the records of the 
first meeting be made permanent. 

The election of officers resulted in the fol¬ 
lowing choice: 

F. B. Gibbs, of Chicago, president. 

H. C. Bainbridge, of New York, first vice- 
president. 

John A. Schlener, of Minneapolis, second 
vice-president. 

William Jennings Kennedy, of St. Louis, 
third vice-president.

John B. Fay, of Chicago, auditor. 

The following were elected members of 
the Board of Control: M. D. Rider, Chi¬ 
cago; Samuel Ward, Boston; D. S. Sperry, 
St. Paul, Minn.; Wyatt Shallcross, St. 
Louis; Lee Mason, Jr., Pittsburg; Thomas 
J. Moran, New Orleans; Robert Ainsly, New 
York; W. P. Carpenter, Jr., Cincinnati; C. 
E. Moyer, Omaha, and H. B. Burrows, 
Cleveland. The following were elected to 
represent the various industries; F. V. 
Towne, of the National Blank Book Com¬ 
pany; James Logan, of the U. S. Envelope 
Company; W. H. Hopkins, of the Globe- 
Wernicke Company; R. B. Carter, Boston; 
Frank B. Weeks, New York; John A. 
Walker, Jersey City, N. J.; N. G. Heise, 
Philadelphia; R. G. Craig, St. Louis; and 
R. B. Wilson and H. B. Brooks. 

Mr. C. H. Clough, of Pittsburg, who took 
an active part in the preliminary work of 
organizing a national association, was absent 
owing to ill health It was the intention of 
the convention to elect Mr. Clough an of¬ 


ficer of the association, but at his earnest 
request, Mr. Lee Mason, Jr., was elected in 
his place. Before adjourning, the following 
resolution was presented and adopted: 

Whereas, Mr. C. H. Clough, president of the 
Pittsburg Association, is suffering troin an accident 
and is injured to such an extent as to prevent him 
from participating in this meeting which he had so 
much at heart; be it 

Resolved, That the secretary of the National As¬ 
sociation of Stationers and Manufacturers be in¬ 
structed to write him a letter of sympathy and good 
will. 

The dinner given at the Grand Pacific 
Hotel on the evening of October 5, was an 
entire success. About 250 members and their 
friends were present in the elaborately deco¬ 
rated dining-room. F. B. Gibbs presided in 
a most happy manner. The Weber Quartet 
sang a number of songs and contributed 
much to the entertainment of the evening. 
Among the speakers were Henry E. Saw- 
tell, Dr. Howard Taylor, Elias Day, John 
A. Walker, H. C. Bainbridge, Frederick W. 
Job, Amos Pettibone, Thomas J. Moran, E. 
Walter Giles, James T. Lacey, Charles H. 
Mann, John A. Schlener, Samuel Ward, 
George A. Olney and J. J. Hooper. 

During the evening Mr. Bainbridge, on 
behalf of the Eastern Stationers, presented 
to the Chicago Stationers’ Association a 
magnificent silver water pitcher and goblet, 
suitably inscribed. 

A number of congratulatory telegrams 
were read. 

The company parted at an early hour in 
the morning with the singing of “America.” 
The time and place of the next meeting was 
left for further consideration. 


INTERNATIONAL CONGRESS OF 
PUBLISHERS. 

The Executive Committee of the Interna¬ 
tional Congress of Publishers met for the 
second time at Berne, Switzerland, Septem¬ 
ber 15, under the presidency of Albert Brock- 
haus. The committee audited and passed upon 
the accounts for the second and third financial 
years, and approved the budget for the forth¬ 
coming year. 

It was reported that Denmark and Sweden 
had joined the Berne Convention (1903 and 
1904). 

The steps taken with regard to piracies of 
copyright music in Egypt, Roumania and 
Greece were approved, and will be continued, 
as well as those aiming at the joining of the 
convention by the two first of the said coun¬ 
tries and by Holland. 

The committee approved of the manner in 
which the bureau has proceeded or will pro¬ 
ceed to the carrying out of the resolutions 
relating to the following questions, which 
are divided into two categories: 

(1) Professional schools, maintenance of 
the published price, national bibliographies, 
music trade, mechanical musical instruments, 
localized editions, territorial subdivision of 
musical copyright, interchange of documents 
between the different associations, innova¬ 
tions with regard to form or “get up,” pro¬ 
tection of educational works, and technical 
libraries of the publishing trade. 

(2) Code of usages between authors and 
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publishers, methodical classification of cata¬ 
logues, delivery on sale or •return, relations 
of the publishers to the press, removal of 
duty on books, metric system, use of the 
word “edition,” publishers’ responsibility 
with regard to newspaper subscriptions, in¬ 
stitution of overplus sheets or plates, “overs” 
in printing, solidity of packing, responsibil¬ 
ity in the case of the loss of manuscripts, 
and international informations. 

A certain number of resolutions concern¬ 
ing these questions were considered as being 
set aside, temporarily or definitively; those 
figuring in the second category may be looked 
upon, with respect to publishers, as advices 
which, if followed, may lead to useful re¬ 
sults. 

The Bureau will apply to the postal con¬ 
ference at Rome in 1905 on the subject of 
the resolutions concerning the reforms which 
ought to be introduced into the international 
postal service. 

A table of copyright laws and treaties 
drawn up in the different countries since 1901 
up to now will be sent to the associations, as 
well as a list of the resolutions framed by 
the congress relative to that matter. 

The fifth session of the congress will be 
held at Milan in 1906, the date being fixed 
upon the Wednesday following Whitsun¬ 
day. T. Ricordi, of Milan, president of the 
Associazione Tipografico-libraria Italiana, 
was present at the meeting with a view to 
the arrangements to be made for that ses¬ 
sion. The International Commission will 
meet there during the session. 

The Bureau will present at Milan a gen¬ 
eral report on the carrying out of the resolu¬ 
tions of the first four sessions. 


THE BOOKSELLERS’ LEAGUE. 

The Booksellers' League gave its first 
dinner of the season at the Aldine Associa¬ 
tion on the evening of October 12. Upwards 
of fifty members were present when the 
president, Theodore E. Schulte, welcomed 
the League and its friends in a brief speech. 
After the dinner George S. Merriam, one of 
the directors of G. & C. Merriam Co., gave 
an interesting history of Webster’s Diction¬ 
ary, its editors and publishers. This was fol¬ 
lowed by a most suggestive talk on “Suc¬ 
cess is Governed by Natural Law,” by R. U. 
Conger, of the Sheldon School for Scientific 
Salesmanship. 

The League has made arrangements for a 
Ladies’ Night, on November 17. The enter¬ 
tainment committee promises an unusually 
good programme for that occasion. 


SHAKESPEARE’S BIBLE TO BE SOLD. 

According to a special despatch to the New 
York Sun . a Bible which is stated to have 
been the property of Shakespeare, will be 
sold at auction shortly at Sotheby’s. It is 
dated 1613, being an imprint of the second 
edition of the King James version. It con¬ 
tains two signatures of the poet, which are 
alleged to be genuine. The book was discov¬ 
ered near Manchester, Eng., in 1850 by a well- 
known collector of the name of Sharp. It 
was discussed twenty years ago. Experts 
are doubtful as to its authenticity.

OBITUARY NOTES. 

Mrs. Isabella L. Bishop, the author, died 
on the 10th inst. at Huntington, Eng. Mrs. 
Bishop was born at Boroughshire Hall, York¬ 
shire, Eng., October 15, 1832, and was the 
daughter of the Rev. Edward Bird. She 
travelled extensively ever since she was 
twenty-two, visiting America, Asia and Af¬ 
rica. Among her published works are “The 
Englishwoman in America,” “Six Months in 
the Sandwich Islands,” “A Lady’s Life in the 
Rocky Mountains,” “Unbeaten Tracks in 
Japan,” “The Golden Chersonese,” “Journeys 
in Persia and Kurdistan,” “Among the Tibe¬ 
tans,” “The Yangtze Valley and Beyond,” 
and “Pictures from China.” She was elected 
the first lady Fellow of the Royal Geograph¬ 
ical Society. 

John Hollingshead, the journalist, died 
in London on the 10th inst. Mr. Hollings¬ 
head was born in London, September 9, 1827. 
In 1857 he became connected with House¬ 
hold Words, of which Dickens was editor. 
He was afterwards connected with Thack¬ 
eray on The Cornhill Magazine, and with 
Dr. Norman McLeod on Good Words. Later 
he was on the staff of the London Daily 
Nezvs, Once a Week , Punch, and The Lon¬ 
don Reviezv. He helped to found the Al¬ 
hambra Theater, and founded the Gaiety 
Theater, of which he was the manager for 
eighteen years. His literary works include 
“Plain English,” “Under Bow Bells,” “Odd 
Journeys,” “Underground London,” “Miscel¬ 
lanies,” “Rough Diamonds,” “Footlights,” 
“The Story of Leicester Square,” “Niagara 
Spray.” “My Lifetime,” “Gaiety Chronicles” 
and “According to My Lights.” He be¬ 
longed to clubs in London, Paris, New York 
and Buffalo. 

Sigfried Mautner, familiarly known as 
“Sig.,” for seventeen years with Hurst & 
Co., died at the German Hospital in New 
York City, on October 4, after an operation 
for a stomach trouble. Mr. Mautner was 
born in Lissa. Germany, December 23, 1873. 
When about fourteen years of age, in search 
of a position, he passed through Nassau Street, 
and was attracted by the sign “Boy Wanted,” 
hanging outside the door of Hurst & Co.’s 
store. On applying, the elder Mr. Hurst, at¬ 
tracted by the bright and intelligent look of 
the boy, promptly hired him. Beginning as 
office boy, young “Sig.” steadily worked 
his way up until he became almost the main- 
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stay of the business. In 1896, when Mr. 
Ruston went over to the Lupton Company, 
“Sig.” succeeded him as head traveller, call¬ 
ing on the trade in the large cities of the 
country. Besides his function as traveller, 
Mr. Mautner also assisted the firm in select¬ 
ing and making their books, his judgment 
in this direction being of special value. Per¬ 
sonally, Mr. Mautner was of the most charm¬ 
ing disposition, easily making friends of 
even his most active rivals. Throughout the 
country “Sig.” had friends wherever he 
went, who will be shocked to learn of his 
sudden death. His funeral was attended by 
a large number of travellers in the book and 
stationery trade, and Hurst & Co. are in 
daily receipt of letters speaking of “Sig.’s” 
manly qualities in the highest terms. 


NOTES ON AUTHORS. 

Dr. Hamilton Wright Mabie has been 
engaged upon an introduction to a new liter¬ 
ary series upon individual lines which is to 
be announced shortly by A. S. Barnes & Co. 

It is announced that Mrs. Humphry 
Ward’s next novel will appear serially in the 
pages of The Century Magazine. Like 
"‘Lady Rose’s Daughter,” persons known in 
history will figure as the characters. 

Poui.tney Bigelow is at work on Volume 
iv. of his history of “The German Struggle 
for Liberty,” to be published by Harper & 
Brothers. He will return to America this 
winter for the purpose of delivering a series 
of twenty-five lecturess before the Boston 
University Law School, beginning just after 
Christmas. 

Professor Walter L. Fleming, of West 
Virginia University, is preparing, for pub¬ 
lication by The Arthur H. Clark Company, 
of Cleveland, a collection of documents re¬ 
lating to Reconstruction. Professor Flem¬ 
ing, in connection with an extended study of 
Reconstruction, has for several years been 
collecting contemporaneous data for that 
period. This collection will not only include 
the official documents, political platforms 
and speeches, thus superseding McPherson’s 
documentary “History of Reconstruction,” 
but will also draw on many rare private 
sources for original, hitherto unpublished, 
matter regarding the Ku Klux Klan, the 
White Camelia, the Union League, churches 
and schools during Reconstruction, the 
Freedmen’s Bureau, etc. State laws and de¬ 
cisions of state courts will also be included,, 
together with selections illustrating social 
and economic conditions during the period 
covered. Professor Fleming is still unearth¬ 
ing material, and has discovered many 
unique documents owned by private indi¬ 
viduals. .He would be glad to hear from per¬ 
sons having in their possession material re¬ 
lating to this period, and may be addressed 
at Morgantown, West Virginia. 


JOURNALISTIC NOTES. 

Book Wants is to be the title of a new 
monthly magazine, to be published from 515 
West 173d Street, New York, beginning with 
December 1. The magazine, we understand, 
will be devoted very largely to the advertis¬ 
ing of books wanted and for sale, etc. 


The November number of The World’s 
Work, which will inaugurate the fifth year of 
the magazine, will be an unusually significant 
issue. The two leading articles will be de¬ 
voted to the great harvests. Isaac F. Mar- 
cosson, of the staff, contributes “Harvesting 
the Wheat,” illustrated by remarkable photo¬ 
graphs. Mr. Marcosson made an intimate in¬ 
vestigation, travelling through the whole 
wheat belt. C. H. Poe’s article, “The Rich 
Kingdom of Cotton,” carefully illustrated, ex¬ 
ploits the great Southern industry.
